The proper temperature for schoolroom de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and should not allowed rise 
over degrees Fahrenheit.

able physician who wants preserve and promote 
the health person will not rest satisfied with issuing 
prohibitions constantly repeating: “Don’t eat this; 
don’t that!” but will also say: “Take such food, 
such exercise,” etc. 

would surely show great lack pedagogical wis- 
dom underestimated the educational value good 
reading. many cases more potent influence ex- 
ercised good book than the words father, 
mother, teacher, priest. Books are educators, 
reading school, and one that frequented not merely 
few years, but often throughout life. Without the 
slightest hesitation make plea for the good novel. 
One Catholic writer, little book reading, says: 
“Do not encourage novel reading; some have become 
absolute slaves novel reading.” may reply that 
some have become “physical culture faddists,” and yet 
physical exercise may rightly encouraged. Undoubt- 
edly, the novel exposes some dangers; excessive read- 
ing, even goods novels enervating. But spite 
this good novels serve legitimate purpose. The 
Catholic church has never been puritanical; she has never 
declared innocent amusements unlawful; hence one may 
read good novels for the purpose recreation and 
amusement. But their usefulness does not end 
the preface old catalog books the parochial 
library the Paulist Fathers New York, find the 
following: “The good novel may furnish wholesome re- 
laxation, may even improve the mind and teach valuable 
lessons. The novelist can various ways defend mor- 
ality and elucidate the discoveries science. Consequent- 
ly, may -be safely declared that the judicious use 
good novels can interesting and the same time bene- 


ficial.” Very sensible ideas, indeed! Catholic historical 
novels, particular, are often most inspiring, and 
zealous and skillful teacher can degrees lead the young 
from the reading historical novels the more im- 
portant study biography and history. 

the duty the Catholic school wisely direct 
the young choosing books. That children need guid- 
ance the matter reading self-evident. There are, 
true, some modern educators who think that chil- 
dren should permitted choose for themselves, 
discern from their own experience which books are good 


and which harmful. With regard reading, Catholics 
rightly think that public library resembles pharmacy 
which has its shelves excellent medicines and fatal 
poisons. Who would permit .children, young boys and 
girls, test the different boxes and phials the shelves 
drug store, see for themselves, and discover from 
their own experience what good for them and what 
hurtful? Similarly, allow the young full liberty the 
matter reading would utmost cruelty. Hence the 
necessity stewardship books, and careful direc- 
tion, order protect immature minds against self- 
destruction.

There should much good cheer 
meal time; cold, stale, hurried lunches; washings 
down the food with drinks, whether water, milk, coffee 
tea. Thete should some mental and physical rest 
just before the meal, and for least hour after. Two 
hours better. teacher should have good breakfast. 
The best meal program perhaps nourishing break- 
fast, light, but warm and nutritious midday meal, with 
the heaviest meal the evening. the specific kinds 
food, each through the study his needs and digestive 
powers will have decide for himself. Some need much 
meat, especially well-broiled, tender beefsteak, beef roast, 
chicken, eggs, fish and the like. Some require much fruit, 
vegetables and the cereals. moderate amount good 
coffee hygienic for some, milk and water for others. 
Diet study one’s personal physical selfhood. Gen- 
erally brain-workers need avoid such foods cabbage, 
beans, cheese, pork, fats, pastry, that tax the digestive 
organs, and make one dull, sluggish and bilious. These 
heavier foods are good for those who work manual 
labor the open air. One’s health depends upon what 
eats, and particularly upon what can digest and as- 
similate without overtaxing the digestive organs, and con- 
suming blood that should used thinking. One feels 
pretty largely digests. Poor digestion means little 
blood and this impoverished. This turn means weak 
and poisoned nerves, irritation, impatience, the spirit 
nagging and complaining. The poorest place the world 
for miserable stomach and liver the schoolroom. 
where else good digestion, rich blood and strong nerves 
more required. 

Outdoor Exercise the Best. 


Teachers bring ill health through lack exercise, 
especially free open-air exercise. The gymnasium bed- 
room apparatus and physical culture are value, but 
these are too formal and mechanical, and are not 
compared with brisk walking, strolling through fields and 
woods, gardening, running, hill-climbing, skating, rowing, 
swimming, tennis, basket ball, etc. These not only ex- 
ercise the body, but take the mind away from its work, 
rest and recreate it. The open-air exercises, sports and 
games are always preferred -routine methods 
and working mechanical appliances. The end all ex- 
should bodily and mental health and not brute 
orce. 

Sleep, undisturbed sleep, and sufficient amount it, 
absolutely necessary for the welfare the teacher, 
and consequently for efficient teaching. the many pa- 
pers that came last year the question sleep, 
the hardest brain-workers expressed feeling that they 
must sleep. number persons stated that without 
sufficient sleep they could hope accomplish but little. 
Many felt they could more work and would feel better 
had they time for more sleep. The average amount 
sleep taken, according these reports, eight and one- 
third hours. More take nine hours than seven. should 
not forgotten that ordinarily one bed eight 
hours, say from ten six, not likely get eight 
hours’ sleep. take that the average person would have 
bed ordinarily nine hours get eight hours 
sound sleep. the unusual person, especially among 
brain workers, according these papers and ob- 
servations, who falls asleep immediately going bed 
and sleeps soundly until the hour getting up. 

The Matter Sleep. 

The teacher retiring ought endeavor divest 
his mind all thought, worry and care. know this 
very easy but frequently hard do. But 
are largely such creasures habit, and often have 
not ourselves under the control should have and can 
have persistent effort. thinking” usually 


means restless sleep, weary morning and “tired 
day.” This continued, results and ill health 
the form nerve exhaustion, pathological fatigue 
neurasthenia, which may shade off into melancholia, 
become fallow ground for insanity. 

The teacher must have wholesome recreation. 
woman, she, too, like the housewife, must occasionally 
get away from the daily routine the household. The 
teacher needs change and amusement, travel, music, art, 
gardening, bright social hour. She should get com- 
pletely away from her routine. She must now and then 
have “let-down.” 

the teacher spends many hours indoors, and 
where the schoolroom the air likely somewhat 
vitiated, she should see that she has large, airy bed- 
room. should be, possible, least two large 
windows it, and two doors opening into hall 
porch. the coldest weather even the windows should 
partly open, securing ventilation. best that the 
temperature the sleeping room about fifty, and 
forty forty-five, with sufficient light but warm bed 
clothing, better. Much sleeplessness due the 
room’s being too warm, lack ventilation, and too heavy 
bed clothing. you have the “morning tire” see the 
temperature your sleeping room has not been too high, 
the room not poorly ventilated, the bed clothing 


not too heavy and cumbersome. 


General Hygiene.

The health and physical endurance the Japanese are 
largely due their breathing habit. They breathe deeply 
and slowly. The Japanese people believe that one born 
breathe just many breaths. breathes quickly 
and superficially soon uses his fated number 
breaths and life cut short. Hence, from the cradle up, 
taught breathe slowly and deeply, and 
doing prolongs life. The story itself superstition. 
but the practice, utility and outcome the best and sanest 
science. Proper position, bodily carriage and deep, fresh- 
air breathing are absolutely necessary for our physical 
and mental welfare and our highest efficiency. 


Cultivate the Habit Not Worrying. 

Finally, ought forgotten: how closely re- 
lated are health and the emotional life. Ungrounded fear 
and worry are enemies Many young and 
conscientious teacher breaks her health through worry. 
Self-control here the highest importance. The spirit 
impatience, nagging, complaining, and the hypercrit- 
ical tendency some, not conducive disciplining 
and making friends the pupils, and proves double 
drain the health. very necessary for the teacher, 
she has not the hopeful, optimistic spirit, cultivate it. 
teacher can succeed without it. let this spirit 
slip from her when she has had once, means poor health 
and poor teaching. teacher, howsoever old years, 
can afford grow old life and heart. Perennial 
youth, perpetual rejuvenation, whole-souled sympathy for 
young life. great hope for the race the future, strong 
belief the righteousness the fundamental tone and 
upward movement all things are necessary for health 
and highest efficiency the teacher.—( Education.)

WHAT age should children brought under the 

the very earliest age which they are susceptible 
impressions. well know, our own recollection tells 
it, that memory goes back very far the path life and 
too often forget, fear, that each our senses .con- 
tributes its share our knowledge and that just soon 
child’s senses are capable their functions, just 
soon capable learning. has been asked, 
what title shall this century known the generations 
come. Some have said the age invention; others 
woman’s age, and not few the child’s age. There 
does indeed seem good ground for the last opinion, 
consider all that now being done for the child the 
civilized world over and contrast this with the child’s po- 
sition the past, and especially its position before the 
advent Christianity, even the present lands 
where this blessing unknown. 

Legislators, educators and philanthropists have turned 
their attention the child and everywhere see 
straining control its future possessing its present. 
But there danger this very solicitude. The family 
too easily imposes its own duty the public—a willing 
servant. This less true for religious training than 
for other things. not find that many parents now 
leave wholly the school the moral training that was 
once done home? But taking affairs find them, 
how shall proceed with the work intrusted our 
care imposed upon us. believe essential suc- 
cess any craft understand well the nature the 
material our hands. should, therefore, study its 
nature, attributes and possibilities. What will find 
it? The traits, the germs them sure, that 
find men and women. will find desire and at- 
tachment, emotions, fear, hope, curiosity, shame, intel- 
lectual endowments, reason, memory, moral attributes, 
will and conscience. The proper working these ele- 
ments the secret true education. These traits begin 
manifest themselves very early age, and very 
early age, therefore, should their development and guid- 
ance begin. This all the more true with regard the 
religious sense, for the child has innate concept 
right and wrong. unable yet make for itself 
the classification, and this point the teacher comes 
its aid begin the work eternity. The child has 
also innate idea authority and dependence which 
often displays for what needs fancies. 


Instruction Not Education. 


Hence instruction, however complete, not education. 
must not fill but draw out. must work upon 
the natural abilities the child—develop and direct them

and moral condition each child, the influences which 
subjected, the obstacles has overcome, begin 
the work building the temple faith soul.

The Foundation for Religious Training. 

have just said that the child born with concept 
right and wrong, and this gives starting point, 
foundation for our instruction and the same time indi- 
cates how the work begin classifying for the 
child and separating the good from the evil.

Inculcate the virtues and you 
destroy the vices you dispel darkness bringing the 
light. means necessary follow sin into all 
its ramifications that one may learn detest and avoid 
it, say, study each virtue all its bearings, Take for 
example, Justice—In regard God, love, gratitude, 
confidence; regard our neighbor, honesty, fair- 
ness, obedience and even politeness; regard the 
merit others, respect, reverence, admiration; 
may times indignation, resentment, etc. Again take 
Truth—In itself extends accuracv, promptness; 
regard personal character integrity, consciousness; 
others faithfulness and candor. It, may 
also shown what there lack the virtue; 
exaggeration, for instance, with regard others treach- 
ery, deceit, regard their personal character de- 
traction, backbiting and the like. When wish stand 
well with others this lack takes the form trimming and 
time serving; when wish them stand us, be- 
flattery and false praise. 


The Use Feasts and Ceremonies. 
Take another virtue—Benevolence. charity, kind- 


pathy pity; the faults others, forgiveness. 
you may show how self-control, for instance, extends not 
alone the appetites but such things neatness 
dress geenral propriety conduct. Nor are con- 
fined this grouping our subjects the virtues alone. 
Knowing children’s fondness for history, may make 
use the feasts and ceremonies the church. Around 
the Nativity, for example, may gather all the facts 
the lives Mary and Joseph and bring the most 
sublime truths our holy faith incidents the life 
our Lord Himself. indeed should constantly 
kept before the minds the children and the standing 
example which frequent reference made. should 
pictured them chiefly their own age and made

Pardon me, make here slight digression the 
subject examples. Examples they are used, and 
they ought used. should, after our Lord’s own prac- 
tice, taken from the things the children know and un- 
derstand. Examples taken from ancient times remote 
places, except when taken from the Sacred Scriptures 
from well authenticated history, should used very spar- 
ingly. Incredible examples, even when taken from author- 
ized books piety, should not given. believe 
fatal mistake relate children stories that are credible 
them only children, for when they grow and dis- 
cover that they have manner been imposed upon 
their religious instructors, will there not temptation 
look upon all then taught kind pious fable and, 
perhaps, regard the truths religion itself kind 
pious fiction, pleasing the ignorant childish. have 
teach child such anything may not believe when 
grown up. have many beautiful, true and practi- 
cal examples that seems little less than criminal fill 
the young mind with falsehoods trifles. 


Grouping Kindred Truths. 


return our subject, the grouping kindred 
truths, rather, new aspects the same truth, most 
effectual means bringing home the mind the scope 
and consequence any proposed virtue, and enables 
the child acquire the habit making its own applica- 
tion principles, which clearly most important factor 
moral training. This training, aided the grace in- 
fused baptism and strengthened subsequent sacra- 
ments, especially the seven-fold gift the Ghost, 
leads that perfection which our Lord invites.

December, like the three preceding months, derives 
its name from its position the old Roman calendar, 
which began the year with March, December being the 
tenth month. Until 1751 the English year celebrated 
March New Year’s day. act parlianient 
1751 that year was shortened taking from the 
months January, February and March, and giving 
them 1752; and correct old error eleven days 
was provided that September 1752, should called 
September 14, 1752.

GRADE

show such numbers that good three part work can 
usually secured. Three part singing much more 
education than one two part the harmony 
appears, and pupils will become better readers well 
more musical singing and hearing the three parts. 


are also sure easy part for every voice when 


there are three parts. This the utmost importance, 
both the voices themselves and the music, 
real vocal music possible chorus where even one 
voice strain. will surely show and spoil the 
whole effect. There easy place every voice, 
should be, and not present the pupil should 
not sing must find that easy compass and 
place the voice where will used and other, 
the voice develop nature intended should. 
Voices not develop the right way singing tones 
that are hard. muscle develops straining. Many 
voice teachers and users try improve hard tones 
using them. They fail always. The way improve hard 
tones leave them alone till they are easy. Then 
use them. 

Use the same methods you have been using the 
lower grades, Review the key means the board 
and paper work the beginning each lesson for one 
minute, not more. Work chromatics with the paper 
little they appear. Remind them occasionally 
the rule for chromatics. Waste time writing scales 
any kind, minor, chromatic any other. they can 
read they can sing minor well not. Let them know 
that song that ends “La” minor key and that 
enough. 

not clutter their minds with any more theory 
than you can help; they will not need unless they are 
going compose, and beware how you waste precious 
school time letting them try that before they can read 
well. Our time all too short is. There 
poor music the world already. The output needs 
encouragement choke off what you can. any 
the pupils have the divine afflatus, you can best equip 
them for its use giving them rapid and accurate read- 
ing Then when the afflatus gets busy, and 
will they really have it, they will ready. 
sensible and drop all your original melody stunts and 
other so-called school composition work. There isn’t 
time the twenty minutes day now have. When 
have hundred and twenty then let compose and 
other things in, music that may valuable but are 


now impossible. The important thing well learned 
better than faint smattering many doubtful im- 
portance. 

Use the syllables part the time, but least half 
the songs should sung words first the pupil 
should ready readers this time. course take all 
the parts once when singing piece for the first time. 
prove too hard after several trials take one part 
time. This should seldom ever happen. 

Put most the time singing new music. Sing all 
the songs until they are sung with taste and expression, 
but this should done the fifth trial most. What 
are after, and not lose sight for moment, 
the ability read song with taste and expression 
the first time. Then, and not till then, will the pupils 
really musical. When they find piece that they 
like very well, let them sing often; only careful 
that too much time not used this way. Many 
school has small repertoire well-loved and well-sung 
songs, and nothing else. 

Use the same position the lower grades. Let 
them now hold the books when singing new music 
the time when the teacher has watch them point 
should past. However, let them still point when 
singing new music they can see the rhythm better. 
least let them keep the time some visible way. 
You may imagine that they will keep time with- 
out beating it, but very likely you let them all 
the time they will soon relapse into barbarism and 
mere guessing. notice that all the fine orchestra play- 
ers count time pretty closely when playing new music. 
Why think your children smarter than they who spend 
their lives it? No, let them keep the time accurately 
some way, always. There never was singer who 
kept time too well. Ask any orchestra player ac- 
companist there ever was and see what answer you get.

Tell them apply this 
same idea the singing and the breathing will taken 
care for good and always, and time wasted exercises 
either. about among the pupils and see all are 
breathing properly the same you would see any 
other thing all are supposed do. Treat everything in- 
dividually. Chorus work well solo. 

individual work half the time the class period. 
more. can done much faster when there are 
three parts. Let three stand and each sing his own part 
while another three stand and wait till you say next. 
and you will not have wait for the second three 
arise and arrange themselves. Let nearly all the ad- 
vance work dene individually and not take more 
than half the time the lesson for individual work, 
then the chorus singing will suffer. the individual 
work poor and they not seem willing work 
some device may help. Here one that will work well 
and waste time skillfully done. Divide the room 
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into trios and let these trios numbered. Call upon 
the first trio sing. the second standing, and 
when the first thru the song let the second 
take the same. one made mistake the one 
who corrects move take the place the one, 
who made the mistake. This paraphrase the old 
spelling class Every week shuffle the 
trios and begin over. This gives the pupil practice 
fighting his way the top dint brain power and 
hard work. will have this all the rest his 
life will not hurt him have taste now. This 
device, like all others, must used only when neces- 
sary, and then reasonably. When you see the ones that

Paste the straw- 
board place. Turn the opposite side up, and press

Paste 
the ends six pieces tape shown Sketch 
Paste sheet bogus paper inches over the in- 
side the portfolio, having the edges the lining

THE NATIVITY LITERATURE. 
Mary Kennedy, St. Mary’s Academy, Notre Dame. Ind. 


Poets have ever found nature and human expe- 
rience that which has served inspiration. But here 
one subject which higher its appeal, deeper its 
power interest, subject which carries back 
the beginning Christianity, subject which gives 
the drama its purest model, the romance human life 
its greatest truth, and poetry its noblest inspiration. What 
historian, dramatist singer could ignore the star-lit 
night Bethlehem long ago when “one long bar 
purple cloud which the evening star shone like jewel 
scimitar, held the sky’s golden gateway,” and when 
hands invisible messengers made more perfect the 
glories the night, and angel voices sang the sweetest 
song all the world? 

Turning first the Bible, find the story the 
Nativity opening the chapters that tell the God-man’s 
life, and what matchless story is! 

“And came pass, that those days there went 
out decree from Caesar Augustus, that the whole world 
should enrolled And all went enrolled, 
every one into his own city. And Joseph also went 
from Galilee, out the city Nazareth into Judea, 
the city David, which called Bethlehem; because 
was the house and family David And 
here Mary brought forth her first-born son and wrapped 
him swaddling clothes and laid him ‘manger; 
because there was room for them the inn 
And there were the same country shepherds watching 
and keeping the night watches over their flocks. 

“And behold angel the Lord stood them, and 
the brightness God shone round about them; and they 
feared with great fear. 

“And the angel said them: Fear not, for bring you 
good tidings great joy, that shall all people; for 
this day born you Savior, who Christ the Lord, 
the city David suddenly there was 
with the angel multitude the heavenly army, praising 
God and saying: 

“Glory God the highest; and earth peace 
men good will.” 

Simple words, but what scene they paint! And 
them all historians must base their works that deal with 
the rise and fall Christian nations. 

Dramatists, too, have taken Bethlehem setting for 
many their works. the miracle and morality plays, 
those religious and allegorical creations which constituted 
the drama the middle ages, are beautiful word-pictures 
that midnight scene. The Chester, Coventry and 
series are the most important models this 
class. 

Lawrence Housman his “Bethlehem—a Nativity 
Play,” has revived the spirit those old compositions 
and has made striking bit drama with the Nativity 
his subject. The characters are forcibly drawn and 
the scenes well depicted. The address Gabriel the 
shepherds commanding, yet how simple, how sweet, 
especially these few lines: 


The heavens themselves are joined with earth tonight, 
Fear not, but rise, Mercy and Truth are met; 
And Righteousness Peace her seal hath set. 

Stand and strong, 

Ye, too, shall share our song. 


fiction also may found beautiful and charming 
tales about the birth the Christ-child, tales abounding 
touching legends and full the sweetness that 
first grand Christmas. One the best descriptions 
that night and the different scenes related it, given 
“Ben Hur; Tale the Lew Wallace. The 
journey the Virgin Mary and St. Joseph carefully 
traced, and the footsteps the Magi and the visit the 
shepherds are lovingly followed. The coming the 
kings thus portrayed: 

“They saw the child was other children; about its 


head was neither nimbus nor material crown; its lips 
opened not speech; heard their expressions joy, 
their invocations, their prayers, made sign whatever, 
but, babe-like, looked longer the flame the lantern

Dryden says, “Love first invented verse,” and 
Christ the inspiration all poets, every bard, wheth- 
yesterday today, has knelt the humble crib 
Bethlehem, and there with full and loving heart, has 
sung the praises the Christ-child. 

“The Nativity Christ,” William Dunbar, 
tribute the long ago the babe Mary’s arms. With 
sweet simplicity the poet pours forth his loving song 
the Creator Heaven and earth. The exaltation 
his lyric flight may seen these lines: 


Sing, hevin most hicht!

fish flud and fowl flicht 
mirthful and mak melody!

The miracle the first Christmas night tenderly ap- 
pealed Robert Southwell, that gentle poet the six- 
teenth century, and has written only could 
write “The Nativity Christ.” accepts the Babe 
Bethlehem the best gift God could give, and 
return the singer gives himself the Infant King. An- 
other his poems, “The Burning Babe,” Christmas 
poem, vision love for man. this creation South- 
well thus sees the shadow Calvary fall across the 
the birth-night, hears the Divine Child 
speak: 

faultless breast the furnace is; 
The fuel, wounding thorns; 

Love the fire and sighs the smoke; 
The ashes; shames and scorns; 

The fuel Justice layeth on, 
And mercy blows the coals. 

The metal this furnace wrought 
Are men’s defiled souls; 

For which, now fire 
work them their good, 

will melt into bath, 


Richard Crashaw also has left the world beauti- 
ful Christmas poem. characteristic composition, 
and possesses all the richness and all the tenderness that 
this great master English poetry could give it. The 
shepherds surround the crib Bethlehem and cry out— 


Wellcome, all Wonders one sight! 
Aeternity shutt span. 
Sommer Winter. Day Night. 
Heaven earth, and God Man. 
Great little one! whose all-embracing birth 
Lifts earth heaven, stoopes heav’n earth. 


every century there have been poets, who like those 
already mentioned, have sung the birth Christ; poets 
whose hearts have turned with tender love from war and 
earthly love the humble stable Bethlehem. The 
great Milton has knelt there and with sweetest words 
hailed the coming his God his lines, “On the Morn- 
ing Christ’s Nativity.” sings the power the 
Infant and bids the Gods depart, for the little Child 
controls all. The voice England’s blind singer rings 
out clearer, truer, perhaps, this poem than does 
his grander works. Who has not read the lines?
